FOUND AT LAST! 


The Man Who Threw the 
Bomb at the Hay- 
market Riot. 


He Meets With a Fatal Mishap While 
Working at His Trade. 


Thomas Owens, a Carpenter, Employed at 
Homestead, near Pittsburg, Pa., the Self- 
Confessed Bomb-Thrower— He Falis 
From a Building Yesterday and Breaks 
His Neck—The Washington Sensation— 
&. G. Hopkins, a@ Reporter, Arrested for 
Sending the Alleged Infernal Machine 
to Chief-Justice Waite. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., November 4.—Yesterday 
Thomas Owens, an unpretentious carpenter at 
work ona house at Homestead, fell from the 
roof of the building and broke his neck. 
’Squire Oecffner was deputized to hold an 
inquest, and to-day made a report of 
his investigation. Owens, the deceased, 
it appears, came to this city about 
one year ago, some two or three days 
after the Haymarket riot at Chicago, in a 
somewhat dilapidated condition, representing 
himself to be a carpenter outof a job. He at 
once secured work at Homestead with J.R. 
Mullett, and for the past year has been work- 
ing steadily alongside of a man named Piper 
or Pfeiffer, also a carpenter. When Owens 
began work he said he had just come 
from Chicago, where he had a brother living, 
and seemed nervous and startled at every- 
thing. One day while Pfeiffer and Owens 
were at work an officer came to Homestead in 
search of a man on achargeof desertion. 
Seeing Owens and not knowing what his man 
looked like, the officer asked Mr. Mullett who 
Owens was and was told, whereupon he went 
away. The men at work heard that the officer 
had asked who Owens was and,out of mischief, 
told him that an officer had been after him. 

HE BECAME VERY MUOH EXCITED, 

and went to Mr. Mullett at once, wanting what 
pay was due him, and expressing a desire to 
getaway frem Homestead as soon as possible, 
but when assured that he was not the man the 
Officers wanted he wentto work again, seem 

ingly contented, This conduct interested Mr. 
Pfeiffer, who was rooming as well as 
working in his company, and at the 
first opportunity he began a systematic 
inquiry of Owens as to his cause of 
alarm. In his conversation Pfeiffer yesterday 
swore before 'Squire Oeffmerin the course of 
the inquest that Thomas Owens said: ‘‘lam 
very sorry for those Anarchists in Chicago 
who are now in jail charged with throwing 
bombs at the Haymarket riot. There are 
others outside who are more to blame than 
they. I was at the Haymarket riot and am an 
Anarchist, and say that I threw a bomb in that 
riot.’’ 

THE STORY BELIEVED. 

Pfeiffer was cautioned to keep the statement 
a secret and for that reason he did not tell the 
story until after the death of Owens. The 
way the story happened to come out was that 
allthe men employed on the building were 
standing around the ‘Squire's _ fiice, having 
been summoned there as witnesses in the 
Owens inquest, and while there Pfeiffer and 
Mullett began talking of this story: 

‘*] heard their remuarks,’’ sald the ’Squire to 
a Chronicle-Telegraph reporter this morning, 
‘‘and immediately called Pfeiffer to the stand, 
ewore him, and although it had nothing to do 
with the cuuse of Owens’ death, yet, under 
oath, he told the story I have just related,.’’ 

Eh PP NE MSS Hn 
A FATAL *“SCOOP.,"’ 


Two Reporters Arrested for the Infernal 
Machine Sensation. 


By Telegraph to the PosST-DISPATCH 

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 4.—It ap- 
pears upon investigation that the sending. of 
an alleged infernal machine to Chief-Justice 
Waite last evening was a boax, gotten up bya 
sensational newspaper man. The Chief Jus- 
tice admitted this-morning that be had re 
ceived a little box. 

‘*It came through the mail,’’ he said. ‘‘It 
wasa little paper box, perfectly harmlesa, 
and evidently sent forthe purpose of making 
a sensation.’’ 

‘*Did you callin the police?’ 

‘‘No, but a policeman called here about 

I opened the box myself 
and found there was nothing in 
it at all dangerous. It was 
aperfectsham. I don't think I would have 
regarded it as a matter for the police if the 
policeman had not called to inquire about it.’’ 

The reperter who first discovered the plot, 
which wus even before the Chief Justice re- 
ceived the box, tells a very improbable story 
He was standing in the post-oftice last night 
aboutséo'’ciock. In reach ng for a pen he ob- 
served a man directing a box tothe ‘‘Hon. 
Chief Justice Waite.’’ It occurred to hima 
few moments later that the box might contain 
dynamite. He hurried up tothe residence of the 
Chief Justice, but did not, time bis errival 
well, as he cot there ahead of the box. He re- 
turned tothe Post-oftice and found that the 
bex had actualliv been sent, and then, with 
commendable enterprise, offered the story to 
acouple of Western newspapers before notl- 
fying the police. The reporter can give no 
@scription of the man he saw addressing the 
box; he does not remember whether he was 
white or colored, shortor tall. The affair is 
regarded asa silly boax. 

A NEWSPAPER REPORTER ARRESTED. 

8. G. Hopkins, the reporter who worked up 
the sensational story about the attempt tu 
remove Chief-Justice Waite by sending bim an 
infernal machine, has been arrested and is in 
the custody of the police. An examination of 
the contents ofthe box will be made by the 
city chemist, and if any explosives are found, 
Hopkins will be criminally prosecuted. 
Hopkins is badly scared and is sald to be will- 
ing to make a confession if he can escape 
prosecution. 

HOPKINS CONFESSES. 

Hopkins has made a contession to the effect 
that he concocted the whole scheme for the 
purpose Of selling the sensation to the news- 
papers. 


A FATAL ‘‘8COOP."’ 

Hopkins stated that Arthar B. Sperry, 4& re- 
porter ofa local paper, assisted him. In his 
confess on he said thatthe small phial which 
was iound in the package contained only, ink 
and a very smail quantity of powder, 
just sufficient to burst the phial and 
alarm the person who might open the 
packere. Sperry ia the party who called at 
the Chief Justice's residence last wt hae 
ngu red whether a mysterious looking pack 
age had been received. Both Ho P aaa and | 
Sperry were immediately arres 
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correspondents. 
MOST’S REVENGEFUL MOOD. 


The Anarchist Designs a Monument for the 
Condemned ‘‘Reds.” 


NEW YORK, November 4.—Johann Most has 
designed a monument to the memory of the 
condemned Anarchists. Anumber of prisoners 
are looking out of two windows at the figure of 
a woman representing the public, flanked on 
either side by a woman inchains. One woman 
represents liberty and the other justice. 
This is on the ground floor, on the 
market row, in which the police are seen club- 
bing the people In one corner is a statue of 
k. Gary and at the other Grinnell. Above are 
seen standing four police officers, including 
Capts, Schaack and Ebersold, with uplifted 
clubs, and above all stands a figure of In- 
spector Bonfield, also flourishing aciub. Mr. 
Most was in asanguinary and revengeful mood. 
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WEAKENING RAPIDLY. 


Three of the Condemned Anarchists Beg for 
Executive Clemency. 


CHICAGO, Ill., November 4.—The acaffold on 
which the doomed Anarchists are to hang is 
being constructed. Some of the condemned 
men are beginning to weaken. Yesterday 
Capt. Black and L. D. Oliver visited the pris- 


oners and had along conference. The upshot 
was that August Spies, Samuel Fielden and 
Nicholas Schwab signed a petition begging the 
Governor tocommute their sentences, Spies 
hesitated a long time, but finally weakened 
and put his name tothe petition. The other 
four, Parsons, Fischer, Lingg and Engel, firm- 
ly refused to sign the document. 
ANOTHER INTERVIEW. 

Anarehists were visited in the jail 
shortly before ‘noon to-day by Capt. 
Black, their attorney, Moses Salomon and 
another gentleman who refused to give his 
name, but who is said to be from New York on 
a mission herein the interest of saving the 
necks of the doomed men. A brief inter 
view was held asthe men were locked up in 
their cells. The subject discuseed is said to 
have related to the securing of the names of 
alithe Anarchists tothe petition begging for 
clemency. Capt. Black presented no paper to 
the men to-day, but said a few words 
to them calculated to bring that about, 
and his companion talken in the same strain. 
Mr. Solomon binted that special efforts are 
being made in Fielden’s behalf The im- 
prisoned Anarchists received their friends as 
usual to-day, and were apparently indifferent 
of any occurrence the near future had in store 
for them. 


The 
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OGLEsSBY BUSY. 


The Governor Examiniug the Records in the 
Anarchist Cases. 


CHICAGO, November4.—A Daily News special 
from Springfield, Ill., says: The revorter of 
the Supreme Court delivered to the Governor 
this morning the first copies of the 
advance sheetsof the opinion of the Illinois 
Supreme Courtin the Anarchist case. Gov. 
Oglesby is busily engaged at the kxecutive 
mansion in exuaming the records of the case, 
the decisions of the Illinois and United St 
Supreme Courts, newspaper editorials and 
reports of the public expressions of proml- 
nent men. Since he entered upon the 
task, he has not made his appearance atthe 
executive office until near noon hour and then 
only to remuin fora few minutes. After this 
he retires again to the mansion and 
devotes his attention to the careful inspection 
of the case andthe matter which may have 
come by mail to him during the morn- 
ing. Since the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court refusing the writ of 
error, the mail of the Governor's effice has 
more than doubled, and the office force has 
been busily engsuged in the disposal of the 
accumulation until nearly midnight. The 
petitions thut have been circulated in various 
cities in behalf of the Anarchists have not be- 
gun to arrive and the mail consists maimty of 
individual appeals. 


George Francis Train On Hand. 


CHICAGO, November 4.—George Francis 
Train arrived in town this afternoon at 2 
o'clock. He was preceded by a telegram to 
‘*Citizen Editor News,’’ dated at Kewaunee, 
Ill., November 4. He states that be will lect- 
ureinthe city to-night, but it is not probable 
that he will be permitted todo so. He has 
rooms at the Palmer House. 


LABOR NEWS. 


The Glass Workers Great Lock-Out—Indig- 
nant Workmen, 


NEW YORK, November 4.—Kepresentativesof 
allithe pressed glassware factories in New 
York and the New England States, and a com 
mittee representing the manutacturers ofthe 
balance ofthe United States, held a secret 
meeting yesterday at the Astor House. The 
conference is of the greatest importance to the 
7.000 skilled workmen known as the Flint 
Glassworkers’ Union of America, 5,000 of 
whom are emyvloyed in the Eastern District, 
comprising a portion of Pennsylvania and all 
of New Jersey, New York and the New En- 
gland States. Before the adjournment ofthe 
meeting it was decided to shut down every 
glass factory inthe East at the cliose of the 
present month. 

Messrs. D. ©. Ripley of Pittsburg, Pa., and 
R. Beatty of Steubenville, O., a committees 
representing the Western Flint and Lime Glass 
Manufacturers’ Association, met the manu- 
facturers of this district. The trouble be- 
tween the zlass firms and their men throuzh- 
ont the West has been growing for three 
months. Insubmitting the annual scale of 
prices the workmen demanded thatthe ‘‘vath- 
ering boys’’ be allowed in full for all glass 
gathered by them, irrespective of the amount 
ruined or destroyed by the pressers or 
finishers, or for what damaged ware 
came through the Dars. The manufacturers 
refused this demand and announced their de- 
term nation to hold the gatherers responsible 
fortheirshare of the work. Under the rules 
of the association a strike can be pr: claimed 
only on thirty days’ notice, and, finding the 
manufacturers firm, the Western Glass-Work- 
ers gave notice of strike. Factories in the 
Eastern States are not affected by this trouble, 
the 'rscale being adjusted on another basis. 
With the factories throughout the East run- 
ning, however,a strike inthe balance of the 
country might be prolonged indefinitely. The 
workmen have been in a position to 
contribute large sums tothe support of their 
feilow-craftsmen. If, however, the Eastern 
manufacturers could be induced to close their 
factories when the strike was inaugurated in 
the West, the New York workmen would be 
unable to assist, and the union would be 
crippled throughout the entire country. To 
urce the shut-down of Philadelphia, Brooklyn 
and boston factories, Messrs. Ripley and 
Beatty came to New York, and succee ‘ded as 
stated above. It was more readily agreed to 
by the hustern firms from the fact, as alleged, 
that there are difierences existing between em- 
ployers and their men in — all the glass 
factories here. 

The contest will take an adde a interest from 
the fact that the war of extermination is to be 
waged against one of the strongest organiza- 
tions of skilled labor in the country The 
glassware trade is in good condition with good 
stocks on hand, and manufacturers say they 
can maintain a strike with ease all winter. In 
fact, it will be beneficial to trade

A BLOODY BUTCHERY. 


THE TERRIBLE DEED OF A DESPONDENT 
GAMBLER AT LOUISVILLE, KY. 


Charlies B. Brownfield Cuts the Threats of 
His Wife, Child and Brother-in-Law— 
The Murderer Commits Suicide by Hang- 
ing Himself—Mrs. Braner’s Ghastily Dis- 
covery—A Chicago Policeman Murdered 
White on Duty. 


LovISVILLE, Ky., November 4.—A terrible 
tragedy was enacted inthe Western portion 
of the city last night,’the awful results of 
which were not discovered until 10 o’clock 
this morning. At that hour, Mre. Mary 
Bruner, the mother of Mrs. Charles B. Brown- 
field, who lives at No. 1922 West Chestans 
street, called atthe residence of ber daughter 
upon some matters connected with family 
affairs. No one answered her ring at the door 
bell, and after several ineffectual eff rte she 
went to the window of the little one-story 


fraine cottage, raised itand threw open the’ | 


shutters. The sight that met her eyes was 
HORRIBLE BEYOND DESCRIPTION. 

In the middle of the door, opening betweem 
the room occupied by her daughter and hus- 
band, and their little daughter of 8 or 10 years, 
and occupied by William F. Bruner, a brother 
of Mrs. Charles B. Brownfield, who resided 
with the family, was the body of Charies B.. 
Brownfield, her daughter’s husband, s6us- 
pended by astrap attached to the lintel, and 
swaying to and fro slightly, the features 
ghastly in death. She aroused the neighbors 
who made the following horrible discoveries: 
At the suicide’s back and on a bed ina dark 
corner reposed the body of William F. Bruner 
with his throat cut from eartoear. Facing 
the self-murderer in the other room was 
another bed upon which, stiffened in their 
blood were the forms of his wife and 9-yoar- 
old child. 

THEIR HEADS WERE ALMOST SEVERED : 
from their bodies. At Brownfield’s feet lay the 
razor with which the awful deeds bad been 
comiitted. The bed clothing was drenched 
with blood and the faces of the victims be- 
smeared so that they were almost beyond reéc- 
ognition. On the bureau in the parior the fol- 
lowing letter, dated 6:30 a. m.,and written by 

the munderer in an unusually legible hand waa 
found: 
THE MURDERER’S LETTER. 
‘*To All Whom It May Concern: 

I, Charles B. Brownfield, mwurdered my dear 
wife and baby, also W. F. Bruner, my brother- 
in-law. Ikilled my wife and baby becausef 
was tired of life and did not want them lef 
penniless in the world and no one t care for 
them. My cause for being tired of life ig 
gambling. Now let my brothers and friends 
take warning. I killed W. F. Bruner because 
Idid not think he was fit to live, and nowl 
will make an attempt on my life; so good-bye, 
my father, brother and sister, and friends and 
relations. Alltake warning. Good-bye. 

CHARLES B. BROWNFIELD.** 

Charles B. Brownfield was about 80 years of 
age and was very dissipated. He caused his 
tather, "Squire Brownfield, a magistrate and 
highly respected old gentleman,much trouble, 
He was a mechanic and worked in the shops 
of the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Oom- 
pany in this city.

THE ILL-FATED VERNON, 


Capt. Thorp Was Urunk at the Time of the 
Disaster. 


CHICAGO, Ill., November 4.—Edgar A. Hall, 
brother of the second engineer of the Vernon, 
stated yesterday that the last time his’ brother 
was in Chicago he told him that Capt. Thorp, 
master of the Vernon, had an attack of de- 
lirirlum tremens while on top of the pilot: 
house. Mr. Hall was formerly connected with 
the Northern Michigan Line, and was clerk of 
the propeller Champlain until a short time 
before she burned, when he resigned to ae- 
cept a position as book-keeper with Hanchett 
Brothers, No. 2 La Salle street. He 
also said that it ought to have been 
wellknown tothe other officers of the line 
that Capt Thorp was a hard drinker, and that 
he had often left port whiie drunk. Mr. Hall 
gave the name of a prominent wholesale 
merchant who recently madea tripon the 
Vernon, who had toid him that Capt. Thorp 
was drunk during the entire time he remained 
onthe boat. The brother of Mrs. M. E. Van 
Amburgh called at the Tribune office last 
night and said that bis sister arrived in Chi- 
cago on the Vernon September 8, accom- 
panied by Miss Addie Mickley of Waterioo, N. 
Y. The steamer wasthree days longer than 
usual in making the trip from Sheboygan, and 
both ladies told him that the Captain was 
druok all the time. 

STONE'S STORY. 

Axel Stone, the only survivor of the disaster, 
when asked if he ever saw Capt. Thorp drunk, 
replied: ‘‘The Captain was drunk most of 
the time, and he was very drunk when we left 
Cheboygan last week. While we were coming 
through the straits the second mate said to 
him: ‘Sober up, you drunken beast, and take 
care of this boat and the people.’ The Cap- 
tain told him to go toh—l. I was io the oab 
atthe time and heard every word that was 
said. Friday night, which was the night that 
the steamer was lost, the Captain was as 
drunk as I ever saw him, and he kept 
takinw a drink every little while from a bottle 
that he carried in bis coat poenes. I guess 
that ie why the first mate staid on deck all of 
the time. Heknew that the Captain was so 
drunk that he did not hardly know what he 
was about, and was probably afraid the Cap- 
tain would do something foolish. If the 
Captain had been soberl doen't believe the 
vessel would have been lost, for any sober 
man would have turned back when he saw 
how badly she acted in the big sea.’’ 

The ordinary second mate of a passenger 
steamer would hardly dare to use such lan- 
guage to the Warter as that Stone ascribes to 
Capt, Hi«gins, but the latter was not an ordi- 
nary second mate. A short time ago We was in 
command of the steamer Leland, and lost his 
position when the steamer changed owner- 
ship. It is difficult to obtain a command in 
the middle of the season, and rather than 
remain idle he accepted the first berth 
that was offered him. In every sense 
he was a careful and skiliful navigator, 
and if he had been in command of the 
Vernon that fatal night she might now be 
afloat.

Business Block HKurned—Horses Cremated

NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 4.—About 4 
o’clock this morning the building occupied on 
College street by Weakley & Warren as a fur- 
niture store was discovered on fire, and, ow- 
ing tothe inflammable character of the ma- 
terial, the flaines spread rapidly through the 
building and communicated with the adjoining 
buildings. The entire block from Bank alley 
south tothe Western Union building was one 
immense sheet of flame. The fire department 
after desperate efforts succeeded in limiting 
the devouring elements within the space de- 
scribed. The Western Union oflice was 


seriously threatened fora while, but escaped 
without much damage. The following named 
firms sustained losses: Weakley & Warten, 
stock $50,000, insured for three-fourths; Atwell 
& Sneed, furniture dealers, stock $17,000, In- 
surance $10,000; Webb, Stevenson & Co. hard- 
ware, stock $50,000, insured for three-fourths. 
The building occupied by Weakley & Warren 
belonged to the Judge J. M. Lea and W. W. 
Fite estate and was valued at $26,000, with $18,- 
000 insurance; building occupied by Atwell & 
Sneed, owned by B. F. Wilson, $15,000, In- 
sured for $10,000; Webb, Stevenson & Co., by 
EK. W. Cole, $24,000, covered byinsurance. The 
total loss aggregates about $65,000 on houses, 
insured for $43,000; on stocks $102,000, insured 
for about $85,000.

LACK ONE THING. 


BISHOP TUTTLE’S OPINION OF THE PRES- 
BYTERIANS. 


Why He Advised a Church Warden Not to 
Join the Calvinists—A Very Clear Claim 
of Apostolic Superiority—The Value ofa 
Good Presbyterian — Episcopalians Be- 
hind the Rest in Missions—TIo-day'’s Meet- 
ing of the Woman’s Auxiliary. 


The Woman’s Auxiliary of the Board of 
Episcopal Missions held its fall meeting to- 
day at Christ Church. There were as usual 
two sessions, a morning and. an afternoon. 
The morning session according tocustom was 
devoted to religious . services in the 
church proper. Bishop Tuttle, who returned 
from Philadelphia this morning, was present 
and delivered the annualaddress. No other 
bishops were in attendance. It was in- 
intended to have several missionary 
bishops present, but their appointments 
contiicted and they could notcome. The city 
clergy were well represented. In the sanctu- 
ary during the services were Revs. Schuyler, 
S. H. Greene, Ingraham, Holland and 
Archdeacon C. M. Davis. In the 
pews were Revs. G. H. Sterling of Old Orchard, 
F. K. Brooke, Father Benedict and Joseph De 
Forrest. After the preliminary devo- 
tions the Bishop took the pulpit 
anc delivered the address. The 
audience, which was almost exclusively com- 
posed of ladies, was about the largest that has 
ever assembled at an auxiliary meeting. 


THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 

Bishop Tuttle asked the ladies to excuse him 
for not having been able to bringa bishop 
to the meeting, as even at Philadelphia 
last week not a bishop attended the 
ladies’ meeting there as they had been 
too busy. He went on to compliment the 
gathering before him which he had no doubt 
was arepresentative one. He hoped the day 
would come when women delegates from all 
portions of the country would attend these 
annual meetings. 

The Bishop then passed toa review of the 
doings at the Missionary Council at Philadel- 
phia. He had heard there a great many things 
to surprise him, especially the statement of a 
Jupan missionary who said that in twenty 
yeurs the island would see the Christian 
religion welcomed if not almost enthroned, in 
its midst. 

APOSTOLIO GRACE. 

To make the necessity of work apparent he 
asked his hearers if they did not remember 
that 1800 years ago a sacred trust had been 
consigned them, the apostolic grace which 
they were to perpetuate. Did they not know 
they had a more stable system for perpetu- 
ating it than any of those who call themselves 
by other names? 

From Japan the speaker turned to China. 
There the medical men were doing a great 
work in openingthe doors of that conserva- 
tive and cold country. China being much 
stiffer than Japan, the work there 
was harder, but the reports from 
there are that the doctors who 
yo trom America and: Europe are received 
warmly, medical science being so backward. 
In and about Sbanghal there are 100 doctors 
who are doing grand work in overcoming the 
prejudices of the people, 

EPISCOLIANS BEHIND. 

After the preceding allusion to the Episco- 
palians’ superiority inthe matter of apostolic 
grace the bishop’s listeners were somewhat 
surprised when he suddenly digressed and 
suid: **Bbutothers have been doing a great 
deal. The Presbyterians, Baptists, Congre- 
putionalists and others have been doing a 
vast work. Yes, sisters, there is no denying 
it, they have done more, far more, than you 
orl. Let us be glad of it and pray for the suc- 
cess of the work.’’ He entreated them to 
awaken and do all they could to equal the 
others in devotion to missionary interests. 

The apathy of men in missionary matters he 
explained on the ground that business com- 
petition, which is so sharp nowadays, keeps 
men too busy. Moreover, the work of the 
ladies not only benefitted those who 
were the objects of their labors, but 
also deepened the workers’ sympathies 
and widened their interests. He referred to 
the advisability of the auxiliary doing work 
for home missions, It was not necessary to 
confine their labors to the foreign field. They 
had a great duty rightin their own diocese. 

A PRESBYTERIAN A PRETTY GOOD FELLOW. 

Ile aroused much interest at this point by 
using this illustration: Notlong ago a warden 
ina Missouri town wrote me telling me he was 
going to join the Presbyterians, 
as there was no Episcopal ser- 
vice there and he wanted to be spiritually 
shepherded somewhere. The Bishop said he 
had written him that of course it was u mat- 
ter of hisown choice, Lut he sugyested that 
the old prayer-book chureb had everything 
the Presbyterians had and something besides 
given intrust, and that it would be a good 
thing to consider the change carefully. At 
once, said the Bishop, a person was sent to 
the town to see aboutthe church’s condition 
there, and interest was soon awakened, 
and now a- rector to. be called 
to that revivitied church. So the 
movement was checked. A great many souls 
are being lost every day because of insufticient 
means tocheck these movements. ‘‘*Lost,’’ 
explained the preacher, ‘‘to the prayerbook 
church, not to Christianity, because I know 
of no better man under God's sun than a good, 
old-fashioned Presbyterian.’’ 

The Bishop, whospoke with great earnest- 
ness and a fluency that charmed his audience, 
concluded his interesting discourse with an 
uppeul for aconstant consecration tothe cause 
and a clearer appreciation of the responpibili- 
ties devolving upon them. 

The sermon was followed by the holy com- 
munion, which was celebrated by Bishop 
Tattle, At the conclusion an excellent 
lunch was served by the ladies 
in the church parlors. At 2 o’*clock 
the ladies reassembled, this time in the 
lecture-room. Rev. Dr. R. A. Holland made 
an eloquent plea for the family of the late 
sishop Elliott of Texas, lett destitute 
by his death. ‘The auxiliaries of the 
country are going to make an effort to raise 
$20,000 the coming year forthe family, and he 
urged the wuxXiliary before him 
do its share. Archdeacon Davis, 
Bishop's young assistant, made his 
appearance before a diocesan meeting and 
spoke happily on. the ‘*Instruction to Parish 
Ofticers,’’ giving some helptul hints. The 
Bishop then followed, outiining the work tor 
the year, suggesting scholarships, etc. 

This part through with, the clergy withdrew 
and the business of the meeting was trans- 
acted, which was very little, as the 
reports oft the secretary and treasurer, 
Miss Mary ‘Triplett and Miss Cousland, re- 
spectively, were substantially the same as 
those § they presented at the meeting 
at st. Luke’s Hospital last spring. Mrs. 
‘Tuttie presided over the deliberations 
simply, making no address, us she had had no 
time to getthe run of things since her election 
last tpring. The meeting comes to a final 
close with this afternoon's husiness. No 
mass-meeting will be held this evening us 
there is no visiting bishop to speak. The 
Woman’s Auxiliary has gained great strength 
the pust yenr, andin the last twelve months 
has raised $260,000.

MISSING LINKS. 


The Officials Cannot Find the Chain of Recks 
in the River. 


The Mayor, Comptroller and the Members of 
the Board of Public Improvements, who were 
authorized by an ordinance passed at the 
special session to purchase a site for the new 
water-works pumping station, are anxious to 
be abletoreport progress at the opening of 
the regular session next week. The 
ordinance appropriated $100,000 ‘‘for the 
purchase of a site for a new pumping station 
atthe Chain of Rocks.’’ The officials are now 
mortified to be obliged to report that they can 
find neither ths site nor the COhain of 
Rocks. Oneofthe city officials, who is enjoy- 
ing the discomfort of the Mayor and Comp- 
troller, to-day said: ‘‘This predicament re- 
minds me very muchof thecase of a base- 
drummer of apicnic band. Onreturning to 
the train, a little the worse for wear, 
with his stick dangling from his 
wrist,he was refused admission to the train by 
the conductor, because he could not produce 
his tickt, which he said he had lost.

The river at that point 
is nearly @ mile wide, and has, during the 
past ten years, shifted its channel bhaif a 
dozen times. They are convinced to-day that 
the only intelligent planof going about the 
work isto have soundings of the river and 
borings of the bank made. 


He Will Qualify. 


August C. Speth, who was appointed Milk

ARE THEKE WILD HORSES? 


A Writer Gives Some Very Interesting In- 
furmation on the Subject. 


Ata recent meeting of the Bombay Natural 
Historical Society a paper was read by J. H. 
Steele on the subject of ‘‘Wild Horses,’’ from 
which the following is taken: 

‘*Is there such a thing as a wild horse, an 
aboriginal or truly wild horse, in the world 
now? The answer is more than doubtful. 
The mustang of Mexico, the wild horse o 


the South American patmnpas, the brumbi o 
Australia, are all descendantsof the domesti- 
cated animals introduced from Europe. The 
first horse was landed in America at buenos 
Ayres in 1537. In 1580—that is, in less than 
fiity years—horses had spread to regions as 
remote as Patagonia. In Australia the diffus- 
ion of horses that have escaped from civiliza- 
tion has been quite as rapid, and in 1875 it was 
found necessary to shoot as many as 7,000 
wild horses in the colony of New South 
Wales atone. In some parts of Australia 
the horse pest has received legis- 
lative notice.

The stallion 
has to maintain his supremacy by frequent 
combats, which especially occur at certain 
seasons of the year. ‘lhe animals are suspi- 
cious inthe extreme, swiftin flight, but bold 
in defense with t othand heel ip emergency. 
They range extensively in search of pasture 
and water, and when hard pressed by danger 
and famine the herds break up. It is said that 
each troop has a leader and implicitly obeys 
him. Heisthe first to face danger and give 
the hintto fly. When pressed the horses form 
a ring, with the mares and foals ion the 
center,and defend themselves vigorously with 
their heels, orthey close in on their opponent 
in dense maseges and trample him todeath. It 
is distinctly proved then, thatthere can be no 
aborizinal or wild horse in either Atmeaica or 
Australia, although there are tens of thons- 
ands of unowned horses, Tradition points to 
Central Asia as the aboriginal abode of the 
horse, and there the original stock of 
wild horses nay still possibly § ex- 
ist Darwin's stutement that no ab- 
original or truly wild horse is 
known to exist must still be held as explain- 
ing the exact position of this question; but, 
saps Mr. Steele, we must supplement it by 
stuting that ‘itis not certain that truly wild 
horses do not exist;’ and, on the whole, Mr. 
Steele concludes that the evidence is in favor 
of the existence of the wild horse, 
in Central Asia, put that we have no evi- 
dence as to his pedigree in relation to 
domestication. The wild horse of the 
British islands is now practically the Shetland 
pony, but he ts not the powertul animal de- 
scribed by C@wsur. The domesticated animal 
everywhere, however, reverts very easily to 
the savage state, and of the wild horse, so 
considered, Mr. Steel bas much to tell us.

Young Girls Abducted and Sub- 
jected to Revolting Cruelty. 


A Post-Dispatch Correspondent’s Investiga- 
tion of a Horrible Condition of Affairs 
in the Pine Forest Region—Girls Kid- 
napped and Compelled to Lead the 
Worst of Lives—A Dive-Keeper Who isa 
Millivonaire—The Discoveries Following 
the Arrest of Mrs. Cassidy.

CHICAGO, Ill., November 4.—The POSsT-DIs- 
PATCH correspondent has just returned froma 
week's investigation of the ‘‘white slavery’’ 
system that exists in the dives among the pine 
forests of Wisconsin.

MR. BOOTH SCORES A TRIUMPH AS THE 
MAD KING. 


One of An Incomparable Trio of Char- 
acters—In What Particulars the Ac- 
tor’s Genius Was Shown—The Fine 
Points of His Impersonation—Mr. Bar- 
rett’s Admirable Edgar—Mrs. Potter 
Angry—The Society Actress Quarrels 
With Her Manager About Dresses—

Aguin Mr. Booth has conquered by the force 
Criticism slinks 
away inawe at the wonder of hisachievement. 
Carping comment is silenced by its own 
triviality. The beauty of a noble mind warped 
by passion, the grandeur of power, the pangs 
of ingratitude and grief, the sweetness of 
love, the pitiful wanderings of a disordered 
mind, the unutterable pathos of ruin and 
death were mirrored so clearly, graphically, 
with such perfect fidelity that art seemed 
merged into startling reality, and the repre- 
sentation assumed not only the form but the 
actual spirit of nature. 

When a man does thisthere is nothing left 
for his kind to do but lay a tribute of admira- 
tion at his feet and acknowledge the master 
artist. Mr. Booth brought the audience to his 
feet lastevening. He swept the strings of 
human emotion and passion with such skill 
and power that the audience was thrilled in 
response to his lightesttouch. There was not 
a jarring chord inthe harmony of his work. 
There was the passion of the proud old king 
finely depicted. There was the superb 
wrath of the father blended with

These were all 
pictures in which eye, face, gesture, action, 
epeech were perfect elements of the whole. 

It is needless to particularize the merits of 
the imporsonation. It was not in his gentile 
emotions, strong passions or madoess that 
Mr. Booth’s genius shone, they won their 
tributes. It was not in his pathos that bis 
rreatness was revealed ;there were tears for it. 
t was in the blending of all of them, the har- 
monious combination that madeupa Lear, 
which was almost flawless in form and 
superb in spirit, which provedthe consum- 
mate artist. 

The Hamlet, Iago and Lear of this week 
simply strenvthen the foundation of the 
pedestal on which Mr. Booth stands. They 
constitute an incomparable trio in which com- 
parison is worthless, but his Lear has elements 
of strength which the others do not possess. 
There was something finely virile in the effort.

Situation of the Job Compositors’ Strike To« 
Day—Action of the Pressmen. 


The situation between the job printers and 
the striking compositors continue unchanged, 
the only development within the last twenty- 
four hours being the rather threatening atti- 
tude assumed by the pressmen at their meet- 
ing last night. A numberof non-union type- 
setters have gone to work in the offices va- 
cated by the strikers, andaparty of twelve 


will leave Indlanapolis to-nizht to supply the 
vacncies still existing. The employers express 
entire confidence in their ability to maintain 
their position, and declare that they will in no 
case yield an inch. Although a few offices 
have been somewhat embarrassed and have 
been obliged to give work to other offices, ail 
contracts have been fulfilled and the new 
bands who have been engaged have greatly 
relleved the pressure. A meeting of the ka 
thete was held this morning, at which 
it was agreed that ali should stand 
firmly together, and the first as- 
sessment of Sper cent on the subscription 
of $10,000 made yesterday was paid in. The 
resolutions passed at inst night's meeting by 
the Pressmen'’s Union were received, but no 
action was taken, and the meeting adjourned 
until to-morrow. 
THE PRESSMEN. 

The action of the Pressmen’s Union is 
watched with great anxiety on all sides, as 
their places, should they decide to make the 
cause of the compositors theirown, would be 
very difficult to supply. The union is forty- 
six strong, and includes nearly all the 
po employed in the job offices 
n this city. Mr. Henry J. Kline, 
President of the Pressman‘’s Union, saidtoe 
POST-DISPATCH reporter this morning: *‘Our 
attitude does not seem to be clearly under- 
stood by the public. We never had any in- 
tention of striking at 12 o'clock to-day, asa 
morning paper reports, and no such rerolu- 
tion was presented, although one wag pre- 
pared. The resolution adopted was simply 
one of sympathy, and in no way pledves us to 
strike atuny time. We have no complaints to 
make on Our own part, and no grievances 
to be reviressed. Weshallao right along do- 
ing our work untill the next meeting of the 
Union takes place, which will be on Tuesday 
night. Unilesssome very unforeseen contin- 
gency should arise, there is no possibility of 
any strike taking place before that time, when 
the matter will be fully discussed.’’ 

THE STRIKING COMPOSITORS. 

The compositors express themselves as 
firmly determined to fight to the bitter end, 
and are greatly inclined to doubt the state- 
ments made by the employers that their 
absence is not seriously felt. They sre par- 
ticularly desirous of inducing the pressmen to 
join them, as — belleve that by so — the 
strike would be brought to a sudden end and 
the triumph of the workmen assured. A tele- 
gram recelved this morning from the Exeou- 
tive Committee of the Pre-smen’s Union of 
Chicago, announcing that the employers bad 
been informed that ff the difficulties were not 
composed the union would arrange to tukea 
ahand in the fight at the meeting to be held 
to-morrow night, was regurded as & most 
favorabie ony of the probaole action of the 
pressmen of this city. Itis strenuously de- 
nied that any considerable number of the 
union men have given in. 

The tvpesetters of the St. Louls Grocer, the 
New Order and the Hardware Reporter are 
paid by the piece,and not by the day, and 
therefore have, from the beginning, taken no 
part inthe strike, while not half a dozen men 
are at work in offices not paying the increase 
demanded. Both sides are firm and the _ 
pect is that the struggle is not near its end.

-. TALE OF HORROR. 


DISCOVERY OF A HANGING LAMP IN THE 
FOURTEENTH STREET RUINS. 


The Lamp-Weight Identified By Sergt. 
Hennessy and the Morning Newspapers 
as a Dynamite Bomb—Thrilling De- 
scription of the Engine of Deatruction— 
The Mayor Views the Kuains This Morn- 
ing and Orders the Cellar of No. 9 
Cleared Out—A Lively Interview With 
the Coroner, Who ‘‘Explains.”’ 


Nearthe ruins of the demolished buildings 
on Fourteenth street is atwisted bit of brass 
and chain work. Itliesonaheap of rubbish 
just in front of the butcher-shop of Henry 
Buerk. An almost perfect crown of fancy 
brass-work entangled by chains hangs from 
another bit of brass twisted almost 
out of shape. This is the re- 
mains of the dynamite bomb described 
with much minuteness In the Republican 
and Globe-Democrat of this morning. Toall 
appearances this isthe harmless remains of a 
hanging lamp, butif thetwo morning papers 
are to be believed itisthe engine of destruc- 
tion which is responsible for the loss of nine 
lives and the destruction of more than $15,000 
worth of property. 

THE WANING MOON 

sheda soft effulgence over the dismantled 
wreck on Fourteenth street last night. Shat- 
tered wall and splintered timber shed ghostly 
shadows across the ruin and against the sheds 
across the little alley-way. Two blue-coated 
guardians of the peace paced their lonely beat 
before the scene of Tuesday morning’s horror. 
The night was soft and warm. A thio mist 
passed across the face of the moon and fora 
time half obscured its lght. Ever and anon 
its rays broke through the cloud brignter than 
ever. Ashe walked about the ruins Officer 
Stone would have entered the little alley-way 
between No. 5, in which Buerk had his butch- 
er-shop and No. 7, the house in which the 
Newman family lived; but unfortunately the 
little alley-way was clogged up with debris 
piled 8 feet high. Finding the passage 
blocked the officer began kicking away the 
joists and timbers, the barrels of cabbage and 
the boxes of soap which obstructed his way. 
In one of his efforts to remove the blockade 
the officer’s foot came in contact with some- 
thing hard. Stooping he picked up the object. 
A thrill of horror passed through his finger 
tips and down hisspinal column. Even his 
toes tingled. Hastily he called the atten- 
tion of his brother officer to the* object 
he had discovered. A hasty consultation was 
held and the Sergeant was summoned. Three 
stout hearts throbbed tumultuously under 
three brass-buttoned coats. 

‘It's a dynamite bomb,’’ 
Palmer. 

Serut. Hennessy, who held the objectin his 
hand, half followed an impulse to dropit and 
then, suddenly recovering, gripped it tightly 
to keep it from falling. Some cotton was 
bastily procured and wrapped about the mys- 
terious discovery and Sergt. Hennessy under- 
took to convey it to the Four Courts. He 
arrived in the big building just asthe llo’clock 
police relief was assembling. 

‘«Ah there, Tom Hennessy,’’ said twenty of 
the finest as the Sergeant we in an appear- 
ance. Then seeing the look of suppressed 
avony on his face they dropped their levity 
and clustered about him. 

‘*‘See what 1 have,’’ said the Sergeant, and 
he unwound the cotton wrappings and ex- 
hibited his capture. 

‘It’s a bomb,’’ said the awe-struck patrol- 
men as they feli back and let the Sergeant pass 
through. 

THE FAITHFUL REPORTER. 

A Globe-Democrat reporter inspected the 
bomb, which to all outward appearances is 
one of the dangerous weapons used by the 
Socialists. It was a haif globe, about four 
inches in diameter and weighing about three 
pounds. A little fuse-bole at the top enlarged 
gradually as the base was reached. The in- 
ternal cavity which held the explosive com- 
pound was about one and one-half inches in 
diameter at the base of the cylinder. The 
half-cylinder was cast-iron, and on the outer 
surface was engraved with figures, ‘‘140 
The base of the cylinder was covered with an 
adhesive compound which looked like cement. 
This goes te prove that the two halves of the 
bomb were stuck together so as to part readily 
when the dynamite exploded. 

THIS MORNING 
a Post- DISPATCH reporter took his life in his 
hands and entered the sacred precincts at the 
Four Courts where the bomb was held under 
guard. Through the ‘‘little fuse bhole’’ at the 
top, on through tne ‘internal cavity which 
hela the explusive compound’’ passed a biue 
ribbon. It was knotted ina big bow on the 
outside. Ateither end of the ripbon was out- 
lined in red upon the blue background askull 
and cross-bones; under one the word ‘‘Fe- 
nian’’ and under the other ‘‘Dynamite.’’ A 
little tag was attuched tothe ribbon. On it tn 
red ink was an inscription something like this: 

‘*Sergt. Hennessy's dynamite bomb, Four- 
teenth street, November 1, 1587. Hanging- 
lamp weight.’ 

‘*You'll find the rest of the Infernal machine 
around the runs somewhere,’’ said the officer 
on duty. ‘‘ You'll know it by its likeness toa 
hanging lamp. You way find the other half of 
the weight upthere. The brass covering that 
was on it was broken, lsuppose, when the 
building fell.’’ 

THE MAYOR AND THE CORONER, 

The dynainite story did not take very well 
with the general public, and there wasa very 
sinail crowd at Fourteenth and Market streets 
this morning. The Mayor h promised to 
meet the Chief of Police, the Chronerand the 
Building Commissioner at the ruins at 9 
o'clock this morning to determine whether or 
not the cellar of the fallen building, No. 9, 
should be cleaned out, The Mayor had pre- 
viously ordered the cellar of No. 7 cleared out 
at an expense of $0, but when that 
had been done work was stopped for lack of 
‘funds. This morning Coroner Frazer was 
quoted as having said: ‘‘It's an outrage. The 
Mayoris an obstructionist and not an econo- 
mist. It's an outrage, and I'm going Into that 
cellar to-morrow worning, andi don’t care 
who pays for it.’’ 

These remarks were supposed to be predl- 

cated on the idea thatthe work could bave 
yroceeded yesterday if the Mayor had not 
imited the expenditure to $00 aad then ab- 
sented himself from the City Hallso that no 
request could be made ou bir for further sup- 
plies. The fact that the Coroner had been 
accused of indulging in 80 severe 
a criticism of the Mayor made ft altowether 
probable that the meeting ~ these gentiemen 
would he spicy and tnieresting. 

It was not long after the appointed hour 
when the Mayorand bis father-in-law, John 
D. Perry, drove up to the ruins. 
the Chief of Police and the pees. Commis.

‘*I don't care to be called an ‘obstrnctionist’ 
when lam advancing money out of my own 
pocket tocarry on this investigation,’’ said 
the Mayor, 

‘*IT’S A MISTAKE,’* 
said the Coroner. ‘‘It was another official.’’ 

‘*T hope he is not in your office,’* said the 
Mayor. ‘‘If he is and you haven't given bima 
piece of your mind, I wish you would send 
nin up to me and I will give bim a piece of 
mine. — 

‘*He is not in my office,’’ said the Coroner. 
‘*He is up at the City Hall. I will see that the 
mistake 8 corrected inthe papers. It’s alla 
wistake.’ 

Havin had this matter explained, the 
Mayor alighted from his buggy and took @ 
look at the ruins. The Coroner said he wanted 
to have the cellar of No. 9cieared out, but as 
the wreck of No. 11 had fallen into No. 9 it 
would cost considerable money to clear it 
away and at the same timeto keep any more 
of the building from tumbling. The contractor 
had offered to do the work for $125. 

The Mayor asked the Chief of Police and 
the Building Commissioner what the A er 
of the Coroner's proposition. The ief said 
that in his opinion the two breaks in the 
foundation wall were caused by the falling of, 
the buildings No. 11 and No. 9 against the 
masonry. Still it was just as well that the 
cellar of No. 9 should be cleared so 
that all doubts might beset at rest. The 
Building Commissioner said that be though 
$125 was a fair price for the work. 

‘*‘Well, go ahead with it, then,’’ said the 
Mayor. ‘I will advance the money 
and trust to the Municipal Assembly to reim- 
burse me.’ 

ANOTHER CONTROVERSY. 

About this time another controversy devel- 
oped. Charles H. Peck, owner of a number of 
buildings on Fourteenth street, wanted the 
debris removed fiom his private alley, 

‘*This is an emergency, Mr. Peck,’’ sald the 
Mayor, ‘‘and you will have to suffer some little 
inconvenlience.’’ 

‘*Your alley is private property,’’ sald Com- 
missione: Kledus. **The city bas nothing to 
do with cleaning it.’ 

‘*The city had no business to fillit up,then,’’ 
said Mr. Peck. 

‘*The —_ didn’t,’’ said the Commissioner. 

‘*It did when it was cleaning out the cellar,’’ 


said Mr. Peck 
I guess I know,’’ said the 


‘*l waa here. 
Commissioner. 

The ‘‘you’re another’’ controversy con- 
tinued for some minutes, but no blows were 
exchanged. 

The Mayor told Chief Huebler to have Mr. 
Noonan, agent for the property, notified to 
clear off the sidewalk in front of the wrecked 
buildings. Then the party of officials retired. 
The contractor took hold not long after, and 
the work of clearing up the wreck Is now go- 
ing rapidly forward. It will not be completed 
to-day.

TUCK AGEE, 


The Murderer of James Faulkner Hanged 
at Lexington To-Day. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., November 4.—Tuck Agee 
was banged in the enclosure of the Lexl ugton 
Jail at 12 o'clock to-day. On September 2, 
1886, Agee murdered his brother-in-law, 
James Faulkner, at Cadentown, during 
a quarrel about the ownership of two 
dozen roasting ears. Agee, in company 
with three cell mates, prayed ‘and sang until 
mnitnight, when he fell asleep. Awakening 
this morning at7 o'clock he ate a good break- 
fast. At 11:30 the procession moved out to the 
scaffold, a rude structure, with old-fashioned 
trap-door. Agee declared In a low, firm volee 
that he nad killed Faulkner tn self-denfense 
apd that his conscience wus at peace. In six- 
teen minutes after the trap fell tife was pro- 
nounced extinct. This is the first execution of 
a white man in Central Kentucky since the 
war.

Those 
he engaged he demanded a depositof $l0from, 
the money being asort of guarantee of good 
faith on their part and to be expended in 
having elegant lithographs made of their 
handsome countenances, these lithographs to 
be posted in prominent show windows in 
ape where the company performed.

She hud «a fiendish desire to become 
an actress, and thoucht she iad been born for 
the business. Ste paid Platt #luand received 
in return-one of the contracts in which she 
had filled in the name Reed, 
she having decided to become 
famous on the boards under that coguomen. 
Btopping at tie house where the fair May Is 
employed is Frederic Vroom, a member of the 
Booth-Barrett Company now performing here. 
This morning she intormed hii confidentially 
that she was about to quit serving food to 
other people and intended chewing 

her own account—chewing scenery. 
In fact she had determined to 
become a ‘‘real actress.’’ Then she disclosed 
to nim the whole history of her engagement. 
Vroom concluded immediately that the un- 
fortunate zirl was being vict mized by some 
sharper and so informed her.

HOME OF DUTCH CHEESES. 


Scenes in the Market Place of the Quaint 
Town of Alkmaar, 


From the Leisure Hour. 

The streets leading to the market place are 
crowded with a collection of very curious ve- 
hicles. ‘These are the carts which have 
brought in from the farins for miles around 
the produce of their respective dairies. They 
vary widely in color and shape, and present 
ample materials for study to any 
who are interested in knowing how 
tmmany forms an ordinary § four-wheeled 
vehicie can be madeto assume. The cheeses 
are carried from the wagons to that part of 
the piace assigned to the owner, and are there 


a up and are covered over with cloths. 
Vhen a sale bas been effected the services of 
the porters are called in. They work in 
couples, and by means of a strong pair of 
braces, arranved upon the shoulders, and 
with long loops,they carry a kind of hifnd-bar- 
row or stretcher slung between; = and 
-with a curious, shuffling gait, they cause 
this to glide along six inches above the 
ground. The bargain having been entered 
atthe weight bouse, two of there men go to 
the cheeses sold, proceed to pile them up 
upon their barrow, and carry them off to be 
Weighed. This weighing is a fascinating 
part of the work to the stranger, the more 
80 ifheis atall familiar with modern meth- 
ods of weiching goods. As far as appears to 
the eye the process now resembies in all 
particulars that which obtained when 
Weighing first began in the new house 
atthe close of the sixteenth century. There 
may be such things as steel-yards and modern 
ep an eve for ascertaining rapidly the we ght 
of goods, but the Alkmaar public has not yet 
Jooked favorably upon them. In the weigh- 
house the ground floor is open on three sides, 
admitting freely all who wish to enter. The 
stranger sees there four very large pairs ot 
Old-fashioned senies, and he soon notices 
that the porters, who ure all dressed in white, 
wear Cifferent colored hats—red, yellow, etc.

Steps to Be Taken to Fund the City’s In- 
debtedness—Notes. 

A scheme !s now being agitated to have the 

City Council appoint five good citizens to as- 

certain the exact amount of the city’s indebt- 


edness withaview to funding it in case its | 


collection cunnot be defeated. Mr. Jolin B. 
Lovingston, who is one of the best posted men 
in the city on the city’s financies, gives it as 
bis opinion that the indebtedness will ag- 
gregate over $1,000,000, and if the payment of 
this amount should be ordered next spring, as 
now serms inevitable, the order would amount 
Virtually to a confiscation of all the property 
within the corporate limits. The only way in 
which payment can be staved off is to fund the 
debt, butas this cannot be done until the 
exact amount of the liability is known, the 
necessity of setting about ut once te ascertain 
how much {tt is, is evident. A number of 
prominent citizens, whose luterests in the city 
are large, having consulted about the matter 
lately and have come tothe conclusion that 
the best method of arriving at a definite 
knowledge ofthe city’s labiiity would be to 
have a commissioner appointed for that 
purpose, will, it is suid, petition § the 
City Council shortly to take such action. 

Mr. Selwyn B. Pallen of the land firm of 
Buckland & Pailen said this morning he 
thought the commission should be appointed 
at once, as it was clear the citizens would not 
vote in favor of tunding the debt until they 
knew just how much there was to be tunded. 
‘*I think,’’ be said, ‘‘that we still have a fight- 
ing chance to defeat the collection of the debt. 
The United States Supreme Court has decided 
that the debt is legul and will have to be paid, 
but the collection will have to be made in the 
State courts, and as the State 
Supreme Court has decided that no greater 
levy can be made under the charter than 
three-tenths of one per cent, they would have 
to go back on their own decision in order to 
entorce the payment. To fight the case in the 
State courts will, of course, require money, 
and it will bave to be raised among the citi- 
zens. Ithink $3,000 would be suflicient to se- 
cure the best legal tulent to argue the case in 
the State courts. You can say that the firm of 
tuckliand & Pullen will contribute $300 to the 
fund for fighting atest case through the State 
courts.

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A CIRCUS WRECK. 
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JOHN ROBINSON’S SHOW SMASHED AT THE 
UNION DEPOT. 


os 


An Opened Switch Causes the Derailing of 
the Train—A Stakeman, George Squires, 
Killed—Wild Animals Create a Panic in 
the Depot Ottices—A Heavy Loss of Circus 
Material. 


The accident to John Robinson’s circus 
train atthe Union Depot late yesterday after- 
noon, afull account of which appeared in the 
extra Post- DISPATCH lastevening, was caused 
by the opening of a puzzle-switch near the 
Twelfth street bridge, at the Union Depot. 
The train was being moved at a high rate of 
speed to take adventage of the open tunnel. 
There was one engine infront and one behind, 
The engines were not stopped immediately, 
and the rear cars were thrust upon the wrecked 
cars atthe switch creating the wildest con- 
fusion. There were many persons in the Union 
Depot at the time, and many had been at- 
tracted to the place to see the train go by. The 
circus had been doing the Far West all season, 
and was on its way to Cincinnati, where 
it will go into winter quarters, under 
charge of Gill Robinson and George 
Fisher. The train arrived from  “Se- 
dalia yesterday morning, and some delay 
occurred in getting the train ready to go 
through the tunneland over the bridge. The 
move was not made until about 4 o'clock, and 
shortly aiterward the accident occurred. Itis 
not known how the switch opened, but spec- 
tators say two boys climbed up.n the switch 
to watch the passing train and they are sup- 
posed to have moved the arm around, dis- 
placing the rail. 
GEORGE SQUIRES, 
astake man who lived at Indianapolis, and 
was to leave the train at that point, was 
seated on oneof the caves when the wreck 
occurred. He was thrown violently to the 
ground and a car toppled overupon him. 
When the body wastaken out it was seen he 
had been Instantly killed. His skuil was 
fractured, both arms were broken and his 
clothing was a! most torn from his body. Other 
canvas and stuke-men were thrown from the 
train, but not one was seriously burt. In- 
mates of the coaches were thrown violentiy 
aguinst seats, and many sustained painful 
though not serious injuries. Mrs. and Miss 
Fisher received scalp wounds from contact 
with the seats. 
THE WRECK 
occurred under tbe eyes of several hundred 
people, who were standing dangerously near 
the train. These persons had barely recov- 
ered from their first fright when the animals 
who had been confined in cages on flat-cars 
that were thrown trom the track began to 
crawl forth from the wreck. This caused in- 
tense excitement and there was a rushing for 
places of safety. The animals freed were not 
the most ferocious inthe train, but the fact 
thatthey were wild animals was enough forthe 
crowd. Aleopard dashed away as soon as he 
could release himseif from the debris o! the 
cage, and ran toward the depot. He entered 
the Union Depot building and finding a dark 
stairway ran up to see if a place of safety was 
not near. The clerks in Superintendent 
Thompson's office vacated asthe leopard ap- 
proached and closed the door, Over the trun- 
som went the leopard, and Clerk Garrett from 
the shed outside the window endeavored 
to calm the beast with a revwolver. He 
fired one shot, which caught the animal's 
nose. This made thesituation more full of 
danger for the empl: yes on the sheds outside 
the office, as the infuriated beast sprang at the 
windows, bDreuking the glass. Some circus 
men entered with a tarpaulin, and deftly 
throwing it over the leopard, secured him. He 
was placed in a box and conveyed to the train 
where he was placed in acage nearly suffo- 
cated and frightened terriblv. 
A MOUNTAIN LION 

escaped from the wreck and had possession of 
Jay Gould’s depot sheds for fifteen minutes, 
the police being energetic in holding the 
crowd away from biw asthey would have been 
had Mr. Cleveland been substituted for the 
lion. The attaches of the circus used the tar- 
aulin and effected the capture of the little 
rute. An ibex which escaped was lassoved, 
as was also a gnu, the latter only after it had 
been sportive withthe crowd and Policeman 
Barney Burke. Other animals were also re- 
covered. 

The body of Squires was removed tothe 
Moreus. Wreckiug apparatus was at once 
brought [Into action and the track cieared. 
The train willgo on to Cincinnati. Mr. Fisher 
suid it was now impossibie to estimate the 
amount of damage, but placed a probable 
figure op the loss of $100,000,

All had supposed it was one 
of the wild beasts of the circus menagerie still 
at large.
